Several applications have been 
made to me of late to establish schools. But the 
want of funds, and of suitable assistants to superin- 
tend schools, prevents me from increasing the num- 
ber. Atpresent, I have eleven schools under my 
care. 

17. Addressed a second letter to the inhabitants 


ning. But we were happily disappointed. All 
was quiet, and we held our service inthe church at 
the usual hour. After the sermon, the articles of 
our church and the covenant, were read, and Na- 
thaniel Niles and Jordan Lodge were baptized, and 
formally received as members of our church in full 
communion. Ashort address adapted to the occa- 
sion, was made to them, and to the congregation. 
The number of the natives present was about five 
hundred ; chiefly children. We then attended to 
‘the ordinance ofthe Lord’s supper, which was ad- 
ministered by brother Chatter, a Baptist missionary.

The hopes of the missionaries strengthened. 


June 4. Attended the monthly prayer meeting at 
Oodooville. We all thought we might indulge the 
hope, that God would soon manifest himself to his 
people. We resolved to be more diligent and faith- 
ful in preaching and praying. 

7. ‘Think I never had stronger desires, that God 
would arise and vindicate the insulted honour of his 
Son, in the sight of this people. They appear to 
think itimpossible, that any should be turned in 
heart to the Christian religion ; though many may 
pretend that they are Christians. O Lord, why 
should the heathen say, ‘ And where is your God ?’

10. Met the candidates for admission tothe church, 
read and explained to them our views of faith and 
the covenant. Most of them have been strongly 
urged by their friends to relinquish their intention 
of being baptized. They appear to be unshaken in 
their resolution to make an open profession of their 
faith in Christ. I stated to them, fromthe word of 
God, the nature and degree of opposition, for which 
their minds should be prepared. The subject of 
receiving these persons into the church, is deeply 
interesting. Having some knowledge of the native 
character, and foreseeing some ofthe sad consequen- 
ces that would ensue, should they apostatize from 
the faith, | rejoice with much trembling.

Instances of serious inquiry among the girls. 


This evening, four girls came into my room, and 
with tears requested me to give them advice con- 
cerning their souls. At first, 1 seemed to have no 
words to speak with them. I explained to them 
the office of the Spirit as mentioned above, and en- 
deavoured to show them their guilt in so long re- 
jectingthe Saviour. They all wept; said but little, 
except that they were great sinners. After pray- 
ing with them, I sent them away. Immediately 
after, Nicholas came to inquire, in what manner he 
should converse with persons who were concerned 
for their souls. ‘T'here has been an unusual serious- 
ness among the boys for several days past. The 
language of my heart is, 


«« Come, Holy Spirit, Heavenly dove, 
With all thy quickening powers.” 


The reply appears to be, “‘ Grieve not the Spirit.” 
‘Open thy mouth wide, and I will fill it.”

At the rest house, in the after- 
noon, had much conversation with the Oodiah. ‘* It 
is impossible,” said he, ‘* for Jesus Christ to deliv- 
ler the people from the power of the devil. They 
are too firmly under his influence.” 

O, that He, who was manifested to destroy the 
works of the devil, would here manifest his power 
and grace ! 

I jlearn from Nicholas, that since Dwight left Oo- 
dooville, where he was for some months, he has 
been required by his parents to fast one day ina 
week, that his former good luck may return to him. 
Dwight submitted to it for a short time, but now ut- 
terly refuses to do it, saying, it is a vain and super- 
stitious custom. He continues his studies with 
great diligence and interest, and conducts himself 
much to our satisfaction.

The following Address was delivered at the late annual 
meeting of the American Bible Society, by the Rev. Mr. 
Sommers, pastor of the South Baptist Church in New- 


York. 


Among the distinguishing mercies we have re- 


ceived from the munificence of Heaven, that does’ 


particularly demand our gratitude and our praise, 
which qualifies us to be ‘‘ doubly blest, in blessing 
others.’? While I survey this large and religious as- 
sembly, convened from different parts of the con- 
tinent, to celebrate the sixth anniversary of the A- 
merican Bible Society, a deep and sacred awe per- 
vades my soul. Methinks the hosts of heaven are 
bending from their lofty thrones to witness our so- 
lemnities, and may not the redeemed spirit of the 
venerable Boudinot, be hovering over us to-day ; 
and, what is incomparably more impressive, is not 
the Lord Jesus Christ present to observe our sym- 
pathies for suffering humanity, and to record the 
amount of our zeal for the Lord of Hosts ! 

View the map of the world. How inconsidera- 
ble are the sections actually illuminated by the Bi- 
ble ! all besides exhibits one vast moral chaos.— 
From pole to pole, and from east to west, there is 
neither the knowledge of God, northe love of holi- 
ness, nor the hope of heaven. The Jews, asa na- 
tion, remain inflexibly impious in their opposition 
to Christ and his cause ; nor is paganism purified 
by the lapse of centuries, and the great increase of 
light. 
altars, are still dedicated to the ** Unknown God.”’ 
Her deities are still the patrons of rites the most 
barbarous and obscene.

It is true, sir, that since the formation of the first 
Bible Society, upwards of four millions of Bibles 
have been circulated ; but we may say of these, 
what was said with reference to the five barley- 
loaves andtwo small fishes—what are they among so 
many ?—Suppose a bible to afford religious instruc- 
tion to six persons, then twenty-four millions of the 
human family have participated in your bounty ; 
‘but these Bibles have been distributed principally 
‘in countries where the light of salvation has shined 
‘since the Reformation. But even in those coun- 
‘tries—in our own happy America—and in this city, 
famous for its prompt, enlightened, and efficient zeal
